Mr.  Fairbalrn  outlined  the  struc- 
ture of  the  Queen  Charlotte  group, 
stating  It  was  divided  Into  two  sec- 
tions.

Free- 
dom ot  thought  and  expro.s.sion 
i&fiued  from  the  Refo]:mation,  he 
said,  and  it  was  the  duty  of  every 
loyal  Christian  to  see  that  this  In- 
violable right  was  not  tampered 
with  and  taken  from  the  ma.s.ses 
True  Protestantism,  he  declared, 
was  agahtst  tyranny,  bigotry  and 
ppprssslwi 

There  were  many  other  factors  In 
the  mr-ke-up  of  Protestantism,  and 
one  of  these  was  solidarity.  Dr. 
Henry  then  went  on  to  elaborate  on 
the  necessity  of  Christian  soUdarity. 
and  concluded  his  sermon  with  a 
beautiful  slmU?.  He  told  the  story 
of  the  harp  that  once  gave  beau- 
tiful mu.slc,  became  discordant  and 
remained  Iniutrmonlous  imtll  re- 
l?aired  and  tuned  by  its  original 
maker.  The  world,  todav,  was  dis- 
cordant, because  Its  people  were  out 
of  tune  "Only  by  letting  Ood.  the 
of  Uic  human  harp,  influ- 
ence and  control  our  lives,  will  we 
bring  about  that  international 
solidarity,  which  is  so  necessary  to 
the  peace  and  progress  of  tlv 
world, "  the  pastor  concluded.

Hm  arguments  in  favor  ol  u  saigle  police 
force  under  prnvinr!!\i  control  cannot  b«  ignored 
where  there  i*  a  public  desire  for  efficiency  and 
economy  In  such  admni-.' :  a* : n  Vancouver 
City  for  some  years  past  has  had  an  unenviable 
record  for  crime;  Its  record  for  the  detection  of 
crlmlaali  leaves  a  good  deal  to  be  desired.  In 
this  respect  it  is  not  the  city's  reputation  alone 
that  is  at  stake  but  that  of  British  Columbia.  In 
tha  09m  of  the  outsider  the  Provincial  Govern - 
ment.  as  thf  protector  of  law  and  order,  suffers 
diminution  in  prestige  because  of  faults  and 
omissions  of  a  municipal  police  force.

Probably  whatever  success  has  attended  the 
Ifew  Deal  in  the  United  states  has  been  due  as 

much  to  the  processes  of  world  recovery  as  to 
any  experiments,  economic  and  otherwl.se,  In- 
dulged in  by  tbe  Washington  Administration.

The  thought,  then,  l.s  that  over- 
weight Individuals  would  be  wise  to 
wait  a  Uttle  longer  before  using  this 

drug,  and  thase  that  are  ".son.sltlve" 
to  it  should  avoid  It  entirely  until
